This woodland specie's was hrouf^ht in for de'lermination in 
May hy I'raneis L. Metlnire'. An ample .se-rie's of fruiting speeinu'iis 
was pre'pareel on June't), 195.') (./. 11'. Moore J£o74) from the .same extensive' 
patch on the e)lel (|uarry hank west of the Health Service Huilding on the' 
I'niversity of Minne.sota ('ampus, Minn('ape)lis. 

Atriplex glabriiisciila l']dmon.ston was obtained on Septe'inher 21. 19.54 
hy .1. \V. Me)e)re and (I. B. ()wnl)y (222/h) while on a collecting trip in 
southwe'stern Minne'.sota. 'Phis Orach was found in a hav meaelow at 
Pipe'.stone', Pii)estone County. 

Cardiiiis acanthoides L. thus far has he'en found emh' in Becker and

first time' in Minne'.sota while' tlu'y we're making e.xtensive collections of 
thistle's in 194!). The Becke'r County loe'ality is in an over-grazeel pasture 
)).2 miles .soutliwe'.st of Lake Park (t/. li. Otrobey and Findley Oienbey 1100, 
Aug. (), 1949). 'Phe first Hock Ce)unty locality is along the roadsielo near 
Magnolia {(1. B. Otrnhey (tnd Findley Oienbey 1200, Sept. 4, 1!)49); a 
second collection from Itock ('ounty was made in a ))asturc at the Jilue 
Mounds north of Luverne (./. IP. Moore and (1. B. Oienbey 2274d, Aug. 7, 
19,55). 

Centaurea montana L. was collected on tlic flanks of Hunter’s Hill, 
Duluth, St. Louis County (Olya Lakela BOfjJ, ]!)5()). 

Onopordon acanthium L., the Scote-.h Thistle, was proeured from a 
e‘ole)ny of plants along a feime row ne'ar Eelgerton, Pipestone County

Thistle was rejeorted hy M'arren rpham in his Catalogue of the Flora of 
Minnesota, p. 8S, 1S,S4, where' its occurrence as rare at Lake City (Wa¬ 
basha County), as noteel by Mrs. .L W. Hay, is given. In 1S!)1 Conway 
McMillan rejeorted this i)lant in the Minneseeta Hiver \’alley (Hev. (len. 
de Bot., 3: 291). Xo other reports e)f it have he'en founel in the literature 
anel no si)ecimens have been de'|)osited in the Herbarium of the University 
of Minnesota until now. 

Pentstemon Digitalis (Sweet) Xutt., has been founel in Pine County, 
near Sand.stone (.V. L. fhijf, l!)42), and near Hinkle'y (F. K. Butters mid 
./. ir. Moore lOSSd, 1939, and ('has. A. Fuller, 1941). 
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Moore,—Flowering Plants in Minnesota 




In 1()”)4, some two weeks ])revious to a l)otanizing trip to soutliw('stern 
Minnesota by (1. It. Ownbey and .1. \V. Moore, our good friend and fellow 
botanist, Prof. (). A. Stevens of the North Dakota Agricultural ('ollege, 
Fargo, North Dakota, had collected in contiguous territory. He had 
l)otanized in parts of Pipestone (’ounty including the Pi|)estone National 
Monument. His generous gift of plants to the Herl)arium of the Fni- 
versity of Minnesota has made it po.'^sible to report some of the plants he 
found there at that time. Rumex domesticus Hartm. (O. .1. Slcraift 
loll, Sept. 14, 1954) was growing in deprc.ssions by the middle outcroj) 
(of Siou.x (Quartzite), Pii)e.stone National Monument; Rumex odonto- 
carpus Sandor ex Horbos (the Ihnnex iilluviiis of dates an<l Mcdregor, 
Trans. Kansas Acad. Sci. 53: ISb, fig. 1S7, 1950) was found growing in a 
saline slough M mile .south of Louisburg, bac (^li Parle (’ounty (Slrvcii-^ 
lol3, Sept. 10, 1954) and in a .saline ditch near Rabbit River, W’ilkin 
County (Stevens lo!//, Sei)t. 17, 1954). In I94(S Prof. Stevens secured 
specimens ()f Sisymbrium Loeselii L. from Minnesota for the first time. 
This potentially aggre.ssive weed was gathered in woods along the Red 
River of the North adjacent to a truck farm where it was .said to l)e fre- 
(pient [Slevens 1057, Sept. II, 1948). I’here is also an e.xtant collection 
of Loesel’s Hedge Mustard from Bigstone County, d'his is from the 
l)anks of the Minnesota River at Ortonville (./. IP. Moore '205-21, June 5, 
1950. 

Veronica longifolia L., collected by Dr. Olga Lakela (Le.ster Park, 
Duluth, 13598, 1951), has been found growing spontaneously in two other 
counties in Minnesota. Collections of this Veronica in the Herbarium of 
the University of Minnesota in addition to the Lakela sjjecimen are from 
a i)oint along the Red Cedar River at Austin, Mower Comity (./. IP. Moore 
and A’. L. ffvjf ISOOd, 1940) and from a woods in the vicinity of cottages 
at Pelican Lake, Ottertail C'ounty (O. A. Stevens 1403, 1!)53).

growing along the shore of Wall Lake in Ottertail County (./. IP. Moore 
20414 , duly 0, 1949) in association with Jvnevs Dudleyi Wieg. Aselepias 
inearnala L., and other marsh species. 

Carya ovata (Mill.) K. Kocli var. Nuttallii Sarg. was discovered in 
Minnesota for the first time by Dr. Clarence F. Mickel of the Department 
of Entomology and Economic Zoology of the University of Minnesota. 
The stand is in Houston County, Minnesota. It is made ui> of some 
half dozen trees 12-IS inches in diameter in a woodland on the south side 
of the Winnebago N'alley, S miles northwest of New Albin, Iowa. On 
Oct. 14, n)54, in com|)any with Dr. IMickel, Dr. Donald B. Lawrence, 
IMrs. Lawrence, and Mrs. Helen Allison, the author made a trip to the 
site to secure collections for a permanent herl)arium record. The forest 
was made uj) of oak, maple, ba.'^swood, bitternut hickory, and ty|)ical 
shagbark hickory. The variety at this place seemed distinct Irom

('arya oinila by its sinootliish l)ark and charactc'ristic smaller, eoinpn'ssed 
nuts. The collections representing variety Xiitlallii 
made by the party. 

Cerastium brachypodum (JMifj;ehn.) Robinson was found in Cottonwood 
County, SW ]/l, Sect. 5, Delton Township (,/. ll'. Moore (nid J. IT. Posz 
1()93S, May 29, 1944); and from the .same county, ^^rowin^j in a prairie 
.strip alonfr the railroad, 34 mile west of liin^ham Lake (./. W. Miurre 
16998, May 81, 1945); it was also found j 2 :rowinf>: at the Pipestone ()uarry, 
Pipestone National Monument (./. II'. Moore and Pohert li. Ihdl 16396, 
.lune 10, 1944); and on rock outcrops 4 miles W('st of Courtlaiid, Nicollet 
C'ounty (./. IP. Moore and X. L. Ilvjf 18611, .June 0, 1940). 

Physalis macrophysa Rydb. is abundant at Port Ridgely State' .Me¬ 
morial Park, Nicollet County. S])ecimens were procured from creek 
betttom lands (./. IP. Moore and X. L. Ilnjf 19786, Aug. 2(S, 1!>47).

On June 10, 1911 Z. L. Chandonnett collected a white flowered A.dra- 
(/(dns in dry soil in a railroad yarel at McHugh, near Detroit ]>akes, 
Becker (’ounty. The jelant was .sent to Dr. J. Luik'M of Ix'eds, North 
Dakota. Dr. Lunell published a description of the plant in the American 
.Midland Naturalist in 1911. lie called it AMragaln.s Chandonnettii. A 
.study of the tyjK' proves that is is an ochroleucous form of Ar^trayaln^s 
striata.^ Nutt. The type is tleposited in the Herbarium of th(' University 
of Minnesota (acce.s.sion numlx'r 254<S7<S). 

Carex turgida (Fernald) stat. nov., ba.setl on ('are..v amyhiheda Stcud. 
var. tnryida Fernald, Riiodoh.k 44: 811, lt)42. Carex grisea of authors 
uot Wahl. 

This is a new nanu' for Carex grisea of American authors not (^arew 
grisea Wahlenberg, Svensk Pet. Akad. Nya Handl. 24: 154. 1S08. The 
Wahlcnberg name is di.scus.sed in detail by the late Prof. Fernald in 
Ru(>dou.\ 44: 812, 1942, in his C'ritical Notes on Carex. Prof. Fernald’s 
designation, on page 811, of our American entity as ('arex aniphitwla var. 
targida l''ernald places it with its kinship lait the diagno.stic
